To keep up a heavy milk How a cow 
must have all the water she can drink for 
every 10<> pounds of her milk contains S7 
pounds of water. 

Willi soft feeds in warm weather, sup- 
ply what Ihe young birds will clean up 
perfectly within a few minutes. Any left 
over will (piickly sour, and sour feeds 
cause bowel trouble. 

The growing cockerels should now lie 
separated from the pullets, and the for- 
mer given an extra allowance of feed. 
They will need this additional amount 
more than will the pullets in order that 
they can be kept growing. 

The row is a fertilizer factory, a butter 
factory and a skim milk factory; jet 
manv farmers feed tier as little grain as 
they dare ii, the winter and none at all in 
the summer. 

To purify the air of a cellar and destroy 
parasite growth, burn some rock brim- 
stone in a pan, closing the doors and 
windows tightly for two or *hrec hours. 
Sulphur or formaldehyde will do as well 
as brimstone. This should be. done every 
mouth or so. 

One of the best foods that «an be given 
to poultry is boiled or scalde( oats. For 
lay iug hen? tliereJs no othcv£bigle food 
that equals them. It is easy to prepare 
them if one has a large kettle; a galvan- 
ized pail will do. All that is necessary is 
to boil or strain the oats until they are 
soft. They can lie fed with prollt all the 
year round. 

Turnips for winter storing may he 
sown in July and August. Two to three 
pounds of seed per acre are required. In 
Held culture tile rows are often thirty 
inches apart, to facilitate horse cultiva- 
tion. The seed is sometimes sown broad- 
cast from July 20 to August I, when the 
crop is grown for stock. 

A little knowlege of the proper type of 
animal to select is worth a lot of money 
to the buyer sometimes. Attend the 
short course schools whenever you get a 
chance and study the types and breeds as 
well as the markets. There is a surpris- 
ing diiferenee iii animals when you know 
what to look for — as much as there is in 
people. 

Suing beans, lima beans, sweet corn, 
musk melons, watermelons and squashes 
are distinctly warm weather plants and 
seed of these should uot he planted till 
t he soil becomes thoroughly warm and 
the weather settled. A warm soil and ex- 
posure are conducive to their calry growth 
and later development. 

A tool shop, equipped with a number of 
handy tools for general and special use, 
will save much valuable time during the 
busy season. Work can be done in the 
shop on bad days. The tool house, loca- 
ted near the stables, may serve also as a 
room for a part or all of the work har-

During hay and grain harvest, one or 
two men on a farm now with modern 
machinery and tools can harvest a much 
larger crop than could be done with in- 
efficient machinery and many more men. 
Modern harvesting machinery **s an al>- 
solnte necesssity for harvesting the aver- 
age crops now grown. The better the 
machinery the quicker and more cheaply 
the crops can be taken care of. 

The spring in our section has been 
rather wet so that plowing has been de- 
layed. But finally- dryer and warmer 
weather came and all hands went to plow- 
ing for corn. By the time all corn ground 


is plowed it will be late for planting 
standard-maturing corn in most cases, 
yet it will not he too late for early matur- 
ing varieties. Every farmer should have 
on hand some good seed of early-maturing 
corn so that when plow ing and planting | 
are delayed, the early varieties may be 
used for maturity before frost. 

Tlie home gardener has the distinct ad- 
vantage of being aide to gather young 
vegetables which seldom reach the mar- 
ket Tender young beets, for instance, 
are unsurpassed ; and beet gieens, with 
tiny beets attached, are a rare delicacy. 
In the home garden, it is merely a ques- 
tion of thinning out the rows. Young 
carrots are almost as good, and string 
beans, cucumbers and peas should lie 
picked before t hey have reached full size. 

This is a good time to can asparagus, 
as the beds are now giving tip their 
choicest stalks or branches in greatest 
quantities. A good way to can asparagus 
is to use straight-sided quart glass jars, 
so that the stalks of asparagus will not be 
broken. After cutting the stalks the 
right length to lit the jars and washing 
them carefully in cold water, stand the 
stalks in the jars with the heads up and 
pack snugly. Fill the jar with cold water 
slowly until it overflows and place on the 
tops, not screwing them down, l’iace 
the jars upright in a wash boiler and fill 
the boiler with water up to half the height 
of the jars, then place It on a stove and 
let come to a boil. Continue to boil the 
water for three hours. Then take out 
the jars and see that they are full to over- 
flowing; if not, till them with boiling 
w ater, put on the rubbers and fasten the 
tops on the jars tightly.

The retail shoe market continues to be 
intermittent, as tlie weather of late lias 
been as fickle as April, and much of the 
time rubber overshoes have been the most 
popular article in the line of footwear. 
The movement of seasonable goods at re- 
tail increases, but it is not as steady as 
tlie trade desires. After today it maybe 
expected to increase, as the Memorial 
Day period frequently sees the last of the 
cojI weather. As the graduation period 
draws near, necessary footwear must be 
obtained, regardless of sun or showers. 

So far the manufacturers are not being 
benefited by the .*• ason. Sales of current 
goods do not attain such magnitude as to 
stimulate the retailer to reorders, much 
less to consider the necessities of next 
season. The advancing cost of leather 
which atlects the selling value of shoes is 
forcing the issue of higher prices for 
good shoes, or present prices for poor 
ones, with a directness that can not be 
avoided. It is estimated that the amount 
of orders for shoes so far placed with 
manufacturers is about 25 per cent below 
the normal. The output of leather has 
been reduced over 25 per cent. Tlie 
leather shortage is sufficient to warrant 
increased prices of leather, and this nat- 
urally will force shoe prices up sufficiently 
to keep pace with the cost of production, 
otherwise inferior goods must be made. 
Manufacturers, as heretofore, prefer to 
maintain the standard. 

Watch the people in any public place 
where their feet can beseem, and in a few 
minutes there will be proof enough that 
too many are trying to make the cheaper 
shoes serve; but it is at the expense of 
personal appearance. The fashions for 
both men and women make the shoes 
prominent, and while the shoe manufac- 
turers have been trying to give their cus- 
tomers as neat boots and shoes as they 
will pay for, the inferiority of the cheaper 
shoes is conspicuous. The wearers of 
cheap shoes are increasing their own ex- 
penses, and are not obtainig that neatness 
of appearance for which they think they 
pay their money. The future of the mar- 
ket binges on this choice of shoes. Buy- 
ers are afraid their customers will not ac- 
cept the advanced prices and will look else- 
where for such prices as they are willing 
to pay, so instead of educating the people 
to the advantages of good shoes they are 
dropping down to the cheap-store level. 

The increase of patent leather goods is 
becoming noticeable as orders for the 
next season are larger than was the case 
a year ago, more especially In women's 
wear, and the designs combine leather 
and cloth in harmonious effects. 

Shoe manufacturers are beginning to be 
more interested in the leather market, and, 
if they could induce the tanners to give 
them easier prices, a large bnsiness wonld 
be done and they coaid hold the shoe buy- 
ers np to present prices and give them 
good shoes, bat the leather market is Arm 
and stocks are moderate.— Boston Trtns- 
ctlpt.

TWO ALARM FIRE. 

— I 

Blaze At North Weymouth Wednes- j 

day Morning Destroys Eight Build- 1 
ings and Damages Several Others. 

About one o’clock Wednesday morning I 
Krnest Stenstrom, who occupied a cot- 
tage at Bay View discovered a brisk tire 
burning in the boat house of Leonard ('. 
Embree on Fore River avenue at Bay 
View, North Weymouth. Heimmedi- cly 
rang in an alarm from box 1IG, which 
called the apparatus of Ward One to the 
scene. On the arrival of the department 
I). A. Jones, district chief ordered a 
second alarm to be rung in and also sent 
to Quincy Point for assistance, as by this 
time the building where the tire started 
was completely ruined and the flames had 
spread to the buildings of John Vender, 
another boat builder. These wooden 
structures burned like so much paper and 
the tire soon enveloped tiie cottages of 
Capt. William (’lark and Capt. (’. Peter- 
son, which were in the path of the flames 
The hose carriage and steamer Ward 2 
arrived about one-thirty and got into 
action and the Quincy Point departmen 
raced over the bridge to the scene in 
record time. At two fifteen the firemen 
had the blaze under control although sev- 
eral times some of the buildings in the 
vicinity caught tire from sparks and 
threatened a conflagration of tiie bench 
houses. * 

In all there were about twenty five boats 
destroyed in the fire, the largest number 
being in the Embree boat house and Mr. 
Erabree’s loss is placed at 815,000. John 
Veader lost several boats and tenders, but 
most of the larger boats in the buildings 
were being built or stored for outside 
parties. Mr. Veader estimates’bis loss at 
•bout 8G000. Capt. Clark's loss is in the 
neighborhood of 83000, and Capt. Peter- 
son, 81500. A large number witnessed 
the fire which could be seen for miles 
around.

We 
more readily trust the one who laughs 
with people than he who laughs at them. 

It is a good general rule, too, not to 
laugh at your own jokes. 

In listecing to a story have you not 
often been annoyed by the narrator con- 
stantly interrupting himself to langh at 
something he is going to tell, but hasn't 
told. You are embarrassed that you can- 
not join in bis .laughter, and if be contin- 
ues tbns to pnnetuato his narrative yon 
lose interest in it. 

Even when the story is short and pithy 
it is just as well to let yonr listeners start 
the laugh. They will do it if you giie 
them the chance, for all hnmans pride 
themselves on their ability to 9ec a joke. 

If yon can get anyone to indulge in a 
good hearty laugh, yon may count your- 
self helpful to the world. Care9 remem- 
bered and disagreeable events dreaded 
tend to keep too many of ns gloomy. 
The person with a laugh or a mirth pro- 
voking story i9 a real benefactor. 

There was once a teacher who when ex- 
amination time approached felt keenly the 
nervous strata reflected in the faces of his 
pupils. He used to say to them, “1 can’t 
stand this funeral aspect. Yon must 
smile; and if you can’t smile, jnst grin.'

ON THE FARM 

This Column Alone Cost Us More 
Than $200. a Year. Yon Can 
Have it a Year for $2.00 and the 
Rest of the Paper for Nothing. 

The eja of the haphazard and careless 
horticulturist and agriculturist has passed 
away. 

A mosquito bar affords good protection 
from mosquitos, but a crow-bar don't pro- 
tect a cornfield from a crow. 

Late cabbage, late celery -nd other late 
crops may follow in the same ground 
where beans, peas and other early crops 
have grown. 

The man who is producing milk for the 
city trade should have a dear mind, clean 
hands and a pure heart. 

Go over the young apple trees and cut 
off every water sprout w ith a sharp knife 
close to the trunk. Do it early, and they 
will heal this season. 

The average farmer dues not have 
enough poultry-house equipment for rear- 
ing the young and housing the laying Mock. 
Better and inure buildings would cheapen 
the cost of production. 

On hot days you like to take a jug of 
cool water to the field with you. The 
team also will appreciate a cool drink in 
the field on hot days, so why not take 
along in the wagon an eight-gallon milk 
can of water for the horses? 

Sow patches of rape, wheat, barley or 
some other crops in or near the poultry 
runs for summer green forage unless you 
have abundance of tender pasture neat. 
Lawn clippings are good green feed for 
poultry iu confinement. 

A small amount of trimming out of sur- 
plus and diseased branches should be 
given all small and large frfiits several 
times during the summer. If summer 
pruning is carefully attended to there will 
be less need of severe pruning at any one 
time. 

Give the poultry the same good regular 
attention you do other good stock and 
the birds w ill make money for you. So 
many expect poultry to shift for them- 
selves and pick up all their living. Such 
persons are the one9 who are sure there 
is no money in poultry. 

When the lime comes for the cultivator, 
deep plowing is safe and often advisable 
the first time. This is true where the 
ground may have been packed pretty 
closely. Corn roots cut at this first plow- 
ing can not do much harm, and, in some 
instances, actually do good. 

It is really surprising what a common 
cow will do in the way of giving milk, if 
she is fed abundantly all the time. If the 
common cow has absolutely all the nutri- 
tious feed she will consume twice daily 
and is otherwise well cared for, she will 
literally “pour down” the milk. The good 
grade or pure-bred cow can and will do 

better under the same conditions. 

• 

It is not always advantageous to plant 
the garden as early as possible. Under 
certain conditions nature hastens the 
growth of late-planted seeds so that the 
ripening does not accord with the differ- 
ence in the time of planting. This is 
particularly the case when the season is 
late and rainy. 

The dairy cow is a mysterious animal. 
Just why it is that two cows stand side 
by side, eating the same feeds in the same 
quantity, and one cow giving twice as 
much milk per day as the other, is a mys- 
tery not yet fathomed. The reasonable- 
ness of saving the heifer calf from the 
best cow for building up the dairy is ap- 
parent. The heifer calf from such a cow 
is most likely to inherit the traits of the 
mother. The whole theory of dairy breed 
iug is that like begets like. 

• 

Hay, to be at Its best for feeding pur- 
poses, should be a close substitute for 
green grass. I have found by experience 
through different harvests, and through 
assisting neighbors in hay harvest, that 
by cutting hay rather green and storing 
without damage by rain, it will come out 
of the mow with a sweetness and aroma 
almost equal to “new-mown hay.” This 
is the way the cows and horses like it, 
and they like it because it is tender, easily 
eateD, easily digested and nutritious. 
The fresh and sweet aroma of well-cured 
hay, cut at the right stage, no doubt 
makes the animals relish it better. 

The first point, in training the colt is to 
win its confidence if possible. If it is not 
possible to make close friendship with 


the young animal, then you must catch it 
and hold it bv force, being as gentle as 
possible under the forcing conditions, 
and making the little animal fed that n!- 1 
though you are master as to force, yet ! 
you are doing it no harm and causing no j 
paiu. It will soon learn that, willing or I 
unwilling on its part, you can make it do j 
some things you w ish it to do. Always 
carry out your point iu this line and give 
no chance for the colt lo have its way in | 
any case. Leave a lasting impression I 
with it that you are master of the situa- 1 
lion and can make it do exactly as you j 
wish. Repeat this at frequent intervals ■ 
and it wi[l come to believe that whatever 
you wish will be done. 

This is a good time to can aspargus, as ! 
the beds are now giving tip their choicest j 
stalks or branches in greatest quantities, j 
A good w ay to can asparagus is to use 
straight-sided quart glass jars, so that j 
the stalks will not be broken. After cut- I 
ting t lie stalks the right length to fit the j 
jars ami washing them carefully iu cold 
water, stand the stalks in the jars with 
heads up and packed snugly. Fill the jar 
with cold water slowly until it overflows 
and place on the top- 1 , not screwing them 
down. I’lacc the jars upright in a wash 
boiler and fill the hoilar with water up to I 
half the height of the jars, t lien place it 
on a stove and let come to a boil. Con- 
tinue to boil the water for three hours. | 
Then take out tlie jars and see t hat they * 
are full to overflowing; if not fill them 
with boiling water, put oil the rubbers | 
and fasten the tops on the jars tightly, i 
Keep the jars iu a cool, dark place.

Shoe Industry. 

Manufacturers of shoes who have been 
looking over the situation of the imlnstry 
throughout the country have decided that 
improved conditions are ahead. The ini- 
tial orders for fall and winter goods have 
been liberal and yet carefully planned, so 
a good duplicate season is expected. Flic 
shops are not as busy as they might be, 
but a steady increase is expected. 

The orders of dealers have been mostly 
for staple lines which they were reason- 
ably confident of selling. Indications do 
not favor many fancies ami freaks. The 
demand for tans looks encouraging, and 
au increased call for dull blacks is ex- 
pected. The popularity of the patent shoe 
increases slowly and irregularly. So far 
women’s patents have shown more prom- 
ise than men's lines. Calf-leather goods 
continue to enjoy a preference of demand, 
but the high cost makes them prohibitive 
for the general market, and substitutes 
are widely manufactured. The possibili- 
ties of the kid shoe are yet to be fully 
tested. 

It is believed that the general opinion 
of the public will indorse the more sensi- 
ble patterns offered, and that comfort and 
not novelty will control the taste of con- 
sumers. The factor of cost will be a de- 
cisive force in many cases, and the novel- 
ties will appeal only to those who can 
have many shoes. 

Consumers do not realize fully to what 
an extent the cost of shoes is increased 
by the dictates of fashion. The demand 
for hit'll topped boots for women, result- 
ing from short skirts, has Increased the 
cost of footwear because the amount of 
leather required in a pair of such boots is 
far more than in a pair of pnmps or ox- 
fords. The diversion of so much leather 
into tops reduces the available supply for 
the manufacture of pumps, making the 
number of pumps so much less, and in- 
creasing the market value of those made 
under the embarrassed conditions. The 
law of demand and supply acts immedi- 
ately on changes of conditions, and the 
boot anil shoe market is subject to natu- 
ral, but not immediately recognized laws. 

From the expressions of manufacturers 
and distributors, it is evident that the 
better the women become acquainted with 
white boots and shoes, the better they like 
them, and the few days have helped the 
sales. It is believed that by another year 
white goods will have so gained in popu- 
larity and the wearers will have so learned 
how to keep them presentable, that as 
good a demand will be encountered in 
l‘J13 as this year ; and possibly even better 
At present the sale of white canvas and 
white buck shoes is large. Southern peo- 
ple are showing an especial fondness for 
them, and distributers in different cities 
are reporting a very satisfactory move- 
ment of these seasonable goods. It is ex- 
pected that? the better part of the move- 
ment will be accomplished by July 4, but 
the market will be open all summer. — 
Boston Transcript.

It is not a good plan to pasture the 
orchard with large animaF*. lings may 
entirely ruin a young orchard within a few 
days. Poultry and right young calves 
, are about the only animals that can safely 
be pastured among fruit trees 

Every fanner, can and should he, his 
own painter. All wooden buildings should 
be painted and kept in good paint repair. 
The paint seals the pores, fills the cracks, 
makes the walls llrmer, is proof against 
moisture and wind and it improves the 
appeal ante fully 100 per cent. 

l)o not throw away the fertilizer sacks. 
As soon as they are emptied, wash them 
out and pack them away for general use 
during the summer. If they are not 
washed, all those containing acid phos- 
phate w ill be “eaten up” by the acid. 

A good and safe way to cure hay so 
that it w ill retain its green color and pos- 
sess good aroma and tenderness is to al- 
low it to dry in the sun about two hours, 
then rake into large, light windrows and 
allow it to cure there for four or live 
hours. After curing in windrows, it is 
then piled into small stacks, or cocks, in 
the Held and in tins form allowed to 
stand for a day or more. Timothy and 
other similar long hay can lie built into 
cocks that will readily shed water.

Where ground is to he plowed for a 
summer or early fall crop, cut a narrow 
furrow but plow deep. Shallow’ plowing 
will not do for midsummer working. The 
ground must be broken deeply to form a 
deep and moist seed bed. Skimming over 
the surface only a few inches deep will 
allow tlie soil to become dry and hard, 
and no manner of surface working w ill 
make it moist. 


Many gardeners have long since aban- 
doned the use of Paris green as a check 
on leaf-eating insects and depend entirely 
upon arsenate of lead. The latter lias the 
advantage of not harming tiie foliage of 
plants no matter how strongly applied, 
and w ill kill where other preventives used 
fail. Dissolve one ounce of the arsenate 
paste in one gallon of water and use as a 
spray. Tlie yellow striped cucumber 
beetle is one of its chief victims. 

Be kind to tlie cow. She lias gone with 
man from Plymouth Rock to the setting 
sun. It was her sons tliat turned the 
sod in the settler’s clearing; it was her 
sous tliat drew the prairie schooner for 
the sturdy pioneers, while she followed. 
And w hen the days march was done, she 
came ami gave the milk to llll the mother's 
breast to feed the suckling baby that w as 
perchance to become tlie ruler of his 
country. 

Potatoes to do well should he made to 
grow rapidly. This is accomplished by 
frequent and thorough cultivation from 
the time the first plants show till blos- 
soms appear, when the patch should be 
clean and cultivation stopped. Tlie first 
cultivations should be as deep as the 
shovels of the cultivator can he run be- 
tween the rows. This is necessary to 
deepen and mellow the soil before tlie 
feeding roots have grown long. Later 
cultivations may be more shallow. 
In order to grow a large and profitable 
crop of potatoes, they must be cultivated 
about every week during the early grow- 
ing period. 

Hay of any kind to cure for the most 
palatable aud nutritions feed should be 
cut rather green than overripe. Some 
have a notion that it is better to let hay 
stand and grow till it is fully mature and 
ripe. It is a fact that hay allowed to fully 
mature will be slightly more bulky and 
perhaps dry out and cure easier, yet it 
will not have the high feeding value as 
when cut earlier and cured properly. 
Many fail to realize the difference be- 
tween hay and other forage to be stored 
for future feeding that has a green color 
and pleasant aroma, and that which has 
no green color and no aroma. Very ripe 
and dry hay is not palatable to animals, 
and it is not easily digested. It contains 
a relatively large amount of indigestible 
fiber. Green hay, of course, is more 
difficult to cure thau ripe hay, yet the ex- 
tra work is well worth while.

In 1873 Weymouth had not arrived to 
the dignity of piecinct voting and held 
practically two town meetings in each 
year. There was the March meeting for 
the election of town oiiiccrs and trans- 
action of general town business, and then 
the November meeting for the election of 
state officers and usually there was more 
or less town business transacted at this 
meeting and in the meeting of November 
1S73 Elias S. Beals, Abner 1*. Nash and 
Joseph Loud appeared before the town, 
representing a citizens' meeting, which 
had previously been held in Old Spain, to 
see wliat action ilie town might take in 
matter of celebration and the best methods 
of doing the same. 

The proposition was favoiablv re- 
ceived and a committee consisting of 
fifteen was appointed to consider the 
matter and report at tiie next March 
meeting. The committee were James 
Humphrey, Zachariah L Biekneli, Francis 
Ambler, Abner Holbrook and Noah Vin- 
ing, selectmen; and Klias S. Beals, .Miner 
1*.

Pointers for the Motorist 


When a tube i> puncture*!, tin* llr>t 
tiling to J > is to tlmi out if the puncture 
is iu one wail of the tube only nr it both 
walls are perforated Next a careful ex- 
amination should lie made t" determine 
that no part of the article w;. ch caused 
the puncture lias lodged inside the tube. 

“Then select a red para patch" says a 
recent Miche’.in instruction hook, “con- 
siderably larger on all sides than the in- 
jury to be repaired and clean the patch 
carefully < n its flat or unheveled side 
with emery paper. Now lay the lube on 
a conveniest flat surface, such as the da.-h 
or step, and w ith emery paper clean a 
space atound the puncture sligiitiv larger 
than tiie patch to he u-cd. Coat both the 
cleaned surfaces with cement and after 
tt.is has dried apply a second coat. Iu 
about t**n minutes w hen the surfaces are 
still *tack>' pr« »s the patch lirmly in place 
taking care that the edges do not curl. I f 
the patch is be v el-edged little diflicultv 
w ill he experienced. Now tap the patch 
lightly a 1 over its surface with some 
round, smooth object like the end of a 
tool handle. If done* carefully this will 
exclude every particle of air an I the ce- 
mented surfaces will adhere perfectly. 
Put a smooth flat-surfaced w eight on the 
patch and leave the repair thus as long as
